FOREWORD 


To  cover  the  field  of  information  about  this 
School  in  a  general  way,  is  the  aim  of  this  lit- 
tle pamphlet.  It  is  to  answer,  as  no  letter  can 
possibly  do,  the  questions  we  constantly  receive 
respecting  the  purpose,  scope  and  operation 
of  the  Institution. 

The  Alabama  Boys  Industrial  School  was 
founded  by  Mrs.  R.  D.  Johnston,  and  is  main- 
tained by  the  State,  for  the  care  and  training 
of  delinquent  white  boys,  who  become  charges 
of  the  various  counties  of  the  State. 

NOT  A  PENAL  INSTITUTION 

This  school  is  not  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  a 
"reform"  school  or  a  penal  institution,  and  we 
do  not  want  the  boys  nor  their  parents  to 
consider  it  as  such,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  we 
receive  only  boys  committed  by  the  courts. 
Rather,  the  school  is  a  home  and  institution  of 
learning  and  industrial  training.  Boys  are  sent 
here  not  to  be  punished  for  past  mistakes,  but 
to  be  given  an  opportunity  for  physical  mental 
and  moral  development.  The  boys  are  not  crim- 
inals, nor  "bad  boys/'  but  boys  who  have  not 
received  the  guidance  and  discipline  they  need. 

NO  STIGMA  ATTACHED  TO  BOYS 

Although  committed  to  this  school  by  the 
court,  there  is  no  stigma  attached  to  the  boy  at 
this  school.  If  he  has  made  a  mistake,  he  pays 


for  it  and  by  the  time  that  he  is  ready  to  leave 
the  school,  he  has  learned  his  lesson  and  is  enti- 
tled to  another  chance. 

We  are  here  to  benefit  your  child  and  to 
try  to  teach  him  obedience  to  wise  laws,  both 
human  and  divine.  We  hope  to  instill  right  prin- 
ciples of  living;  to  educate  according  to  his  abil- 
ity to  learn  and  to  teach  him  a  trade.  In  short, 
to  help  him  make  of  himself,  a  man  that  the 
world  wants  and  values.  •

Who  May  Be  Admitted 

Only  boys  properly  committed  by  one 
of  the  Juvenile,  or  other  Courts  with  prop- 
er jurisdiction,  can  be  received  here.  Boys 
must  be  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and 
sixteen,  inclusive. 

Length  Of  Commitment 

All  boys  are  committed  for  an  indefi- 
nite time  extending  through  their  minori- 
ty, that  is,  until  the  boy  becomes  twenty- 
one  years  of  age.  However,  the  school's 
charter  provides  for  the  Board  of  Directors 
to  grant  an  indefinite  leave  of  absence  to  a 
boy,  when,  in  their  judgement,  the  interest 
of  the  boy  will  be  advanced,  whose  charac- 
ter and  conduct  warrant  such  action.  This 
indefinite  leave  of  absence  may  be  termin- 
ated at  any  time  before  the  boy  becomes 
twenty-one,  by  dishonorable  or  improper 
conduct  on  his  part.  A  short  stay  in  the 
school  generally  proves  useless  to  the 
boy.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  the 
school  is  eighteen  months. 

Treatment  Of  Boys 

The  boys  are  treated  with  kindness, 
and  everything  is  done  to  make  him  happy 
and  contented  here.  The  rules  are  no  more 
strict  than  those  prevailing  at  the  aver- 
age military  schools  of  the  country,  and 
our  school  is  designed  to  offer  the  discipline 
and  training  that  the  military  schools  fur- 
nish. Only,  in  our  case,  the  school  is 
equipped,  both  in  machinery  and  qual- 
ified instructors,  to  £ive  vocational  training 
in   addition  to  military   and  scholastic 
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training. 

Our  Indvidual  Conduct  Rating  System 

A  simple  and  effective  individual  con- 
duct rating  system  which  fits  well  into 
our  program  was  installed  November  9,  1946. 
On  the  surface,  this  would  seem  to  be  a 
complicated  system,  but  with  close  study, 
it  is  found  to  be  simple,  and  the  proper 
application  of  it  brings  out  the  best  in  a 
boy  who  has  any  pride  or  ambition. 

The  conduct  rating  system  gives  to  boys 
a  comprehensive  plan  by  which  they  work, 
play  and  live,  from  the  moment  they  enter 
the  school  until  they  depart  for  home.  It 
gives  them  the  realization  of  their  slightest, 
as  well  as  their  most  conspicuous  failures 
and  successes.  These  will  bring  just  penal- 
ties or  rewards,  and  further  the  knowledge 
that  all  of  their  acts  will  be  dealt  with  in  a 
systematic,  thorough  and  objective  manner. 
The  boys  are  aware  that  their  grades,  good 
or  bad,  are  earned  rather  than  granted  or 
imposed;  and  furthermore,  that  there  is  a 
direct  relation  between  their  manners,  at- 
titudes and  conduct  and  their  general  sta- 
tus or  well-being.  The  boys  of  the  Alabama 
Boys  Industrial  School  have  accepted  the 
system  with  honest  enthusiam  and  for  this 
reason  look  on  it,  not  as  a  set  of  rules  that 
is  tolerated,  and  dreaded,  but  rather,  as  a 
plan  which  is  practical  and  respected. 

It  provides  the  members  of  the  staff 
with  a  uniform  method  of  interpreting  and 
appraising  characteristics,  attitudes,  conduct 
and  accomplishments  and  makes  possible  a 
simplified  system  of  regular  reports  by 
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each  faculty  member  which  covers  all  boys 
over  whom  he  or  she  has  supervision. 

The  prestige  and  privileges  of  the 
higher  ranks  provide  a  powerful  incentive 
for  personal  advancement,  and  in  most 
cases  demotion  and  the  resulting  loss  of 
privileges  obviates  the  necessity  for  other 
punishment.  Consequently,  it  is  possible  to 
deal  with  the  boys'  problem  in  an  obvious- 
ly friendly  and  helpful  spirit  rather  than 
in  a  scoulding  manner.  In  the  atmosphere 
which  has  been  engendered,  there  exists 
a  friendliness  and  confidence  in  the  staff- 
boy  relationship  which  were  never  attain- 
able under  previous  conditions. 

The  success  of  the  Individual  Rating 
System,  like  that  of  any  code  designed 
to  control  or  influence  human  conduct,  is 
dependent  upon  the  wisdom  with  which 
it  is  administered.  Due  care  is  exercised 
to  avoid  any  arbitrary  or  too  strict  appli- 
cation of  the  system's  provisions  and  to 
emplov  a  grading  technique  that  will 
strengthen,  rather  than  weaken,  its  force 
and  effectiveness. 

The  system  employs  a  series  of  grades 
and  ranks.  It  provides  for  promotion  and 
demotions  which  are  governed  by  the 
grades  that  the  boys  earn  and  for  the  en- 
joyment of  numerous  special  privileges 
which  increase  with  advancements  in  rank. 
The  grades  are  assigned  each  week  and 
the  ranks  are  attained  by  securing  certain 
required  grades  for  specified  periods. 
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Explanation  Of  Promotions  And  Demotions 

In  Conduct  Rating  System 
Promotions: 

Zero  to  Climber  -  No  average  grade  be- 
low a  three  (3)  for 
period  of  four  weeks. 

Climber  to  Builder  -  No  average  grade  be- 
low a  four  (4)  for 
period  of  four  weeks. 

Builder  to  Ace  -  No  average  grade  be- 
low a  four  (4)  for 
period  of  eight  weeks. 

Ace  to  Citizen  -  No  average  grade  be- 
low a  five  (5)  for 
period  of  four  weeks. 

Demotions 

Citizen  to  Ace  -  Will  remain  a  Citi- 
zen  as  long  as  he 
makes  no  average 
grade  under  a  four 
(4).  Will  be  demoted 
to  Ace  if  two  depart- 
mental  grades  of 
three  (3)  are  made  in 
any  four  weeks  peri- 
od. 

Ace  to  Builder  -  A  boy  will  be  de- 
moted from  Ace  to 
Builder  if  he  makes 
three  average  grades 
of  three  (3),  or  five 
departmental  grades 
of  three  (3)  in  any 
eight  weeks  period. 

Builder  to  Climber  -  A  boy  will  be  de- 
moted from  Builder 
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to  Climber  if  he 
makes  three  average 
grades  of  three  (3) 
in  any  three  weeks 
period. 

Climber  to  Zero  -  A  boy  will  be  de- 
moted from  Climb  el 
to  Zero  if  he  makes 
three  departmental 
grades  of  one  (1)  any 
four  weeks  period. 

One  grade  of  Zero  will  demote  to  rank  of 

Zero  from  any  rank. 

Awards  At  The  School 

It  seems  almost  a  truism  to  say  t  h  a  t  a 
boy's  first  and  best  reward  for  good  conduct 
is  within  himself;  the  gain,  in  his  own  happi- 
ness and  well-being.  If  a  boy  tries  to  be  obe- 
dient and  truthful  and  after  a  sufficient 
test  proves  himself  trustworthy,  he  is  per- 
mitted a  personal  liberty  he  could  not  other- 
wise enjoy;  and  in  time  he  is  promoted  to 
small  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility. 
In  addition,  his  average  conduct  is  a  1  a  r  g  e 
factor  in  the  matter  of  visits  home,  etc.,  and 
it  tends  to  shorten  his  stay  at  the  School. 

Often,  bicycler  and  cash  prizesarea- 
warded  by  friends  of  the  School  to  the  boys 
having  the  highest  scholastic  and  con  duct 
rating  in  the  School.  In  addition,  medals  and 
gifts  are  annual  awards  for  contests  in  the 
military  and  academic  departments. 

Academic  Department 

The  opportunities  offered  our  boys  are 
unlimited.  Our  Academic  Department, 
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staffed  with  a  well  qualified  principal  and 
competent  teachers  offers  education  from 
the  first  through  the  twelfth  grades.  Large, 
attractive  school  rooms  equipped  with 
standard  school  books,  a  modern  reference 
library,,  visual  education  aids  and  a  new 
modern  16  MM  sound  motion  picture  pro- 
jector with  access  to  the  best  in  educational 
films,  facilitates  teaching  and  makes  school 
an  interesting  olace  to  the  boy  who  reallv 
desires  an  education.  Each  boy  attends 
school  every  other  day.  Accurate  records 
are  kept  of  every  pupil.  These  records  ap- 
plv  to  his  conduct  as  well  as  to  his  individ- 
ual progress  in  his  school  work. 

Vocational  Department 

In  addition  to  regular  sc  h  o  o  1  w  o  r  k, 
there  is  a  Vocational  Department  where  the 
following  trades  are  taught:  Woodworking, 
Printing,  Shoe  Repairing.  Auto  Mechanics. 
Machinists,  Tailoring,  Carpentering,  Paint- 
ing, Plumbing  and  Steamfitting  General 
and  Truck  Farming,  Barbering,  Cooking, 
Dairying  and  Pasteurizing,  Care  and  Re- 
pairing of  Boilers  and  Laundrying. 

School  Band 

The  Alabama  Boys  Industrial  School 
Band  is  known  throughout  Alabama  and 
the  South.  Musically  inclined  boys  have 
the  opportunity  to  become  a  member  of  this 
excellent  organization.  Under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  popular  and  most  compet e n t  in- 
structor, a  band  of  36  or  42  members  is 
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maintained,  and  adds  a  great  deal  to  the 
pleasure  of  the  School.  The  band  has  quite 
a  reputation  and  is  in  demand  on  public 
occasions  far  more  than  we  have  deemed 
it  wise  to  acceed  to  on  account  of  interfer- 
ence with  their  studies. 

All  of  the  boys  of  the  School  are  taught 
to  sing  religious  and  popular  songs.  Any 
boy  who  shows  aptitude  for  music  is  eligi- 
ble to  apply  to  the  Vocational  Direct  o  r  t  o 
become  a  member  of  the  Band.  He  will  b  e 
sent  to  the  Band  Director  for  tests  for  this 
training.  If  the  membership  quota  of  the 
Band  is  complete,  he  will  be  placed  on  the 
waiting  list. 

Extra-Curricular  Activities 

In  extra-curricular  activities,  we  have 
a  Boys  Choir,  Dramatics,  Junior  Optimist* 
Club,  Bible  Clubs  and  a  Boy  Scout  Tro  o  p. 
All  of  these  campus  organizations  tend  to 
create  a  sense  of  comradeship  and  loyalty 
to  the  School,  and  give  a  boy  confidence  in 
himself  and  in  his  ability  to  work  with 
others. 

Recreation 

Our  campus  activities  incl  u  d  e  many 
sports.  We  feel  that  a  boy  should  be  physi- 
cally and  mentally  healthy.  Football,  basket- 
ball, baseball,  softball,  boxing  and  swim- 
ming are  participated  in  by  all  of  the  boy  s 
under  the  direction  of  a  competent  coach. 
Intramural  games  add  zest  to  the  popu  1  a  r 
sports  and  football  games  are  played  in 
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competition  with  other  schools  of  the  coun- 
ty. 

During  summer  months,  parties,  fishing 
trips  and  trips  to  the  city  are  enjoyed  by 
those  boys  eligible  through  high  conduct 
rating  records.  Special  holidays  ar  e  c  el  e- 
brated  with  barbecues,  picnics  and  special 
dinner  menus.  Motion  pictures  are  shown 
once  a  week. 

Parents  Notified  In  Case  of  Illness 

If  a  boy  becomes  seriously  ill,  his  par- 
ents or  nearest  relatives  are  notified  imme- 
diately. A  graduate  nurse  is  constantly  on 
duty  at  the  School,  and  a  Staff  Physi  c  i  a  n 
is  available  any  hour.  Also,  the  leading 
surgeons  and  specialists  of  Birmingham 
are  called  in  consultation  in  all  cases  of  dan- 
gerous illness  or  injury.  We  have  access 
to  the  best  hospital  in  the  state,  the  Jeffer 
son-Hillman,  where  all  serious  cases  are 
carried.  Also,  we  have  a  Dentist  on  the 
Staff  who  spends  one  day  each  week  at  the 
School. 

If  your  boy  has  a  record  of  any  special 
sickness  which  you  think  he  would  be  ben- 
efitted by  our  knowing,  pie  a  s  e  write  u  s 
fully  at  what  age  and  date  this  si  c  k  n  e  s  s 
was  experienced,  its  nature,  the  name  of 
the  attending  physician. 

A  statement  from  a  reliable,  practicing 
physician  certifying  that  the  boy  is  in  sound 
mental  and  physical  condition  is  required 
from  every  applicant  for  admission.  It  is

earnestly  requested  that  parents  or  others 
in  charge,  see  to  it  that  the  eyes  and  teeth 
of  the  applicant  are  in  good  condition 

Religious  Program 

We  have  worship  services  every  Sun- 
day morning  at  eleven  A.M.  in  Bush  Chap- 
el with  the  regular  Chaplain  conducting 
the  services. 

Sunday  School  is  held  every  Sunday 
morning  a  t  10:00  A.M.  The  classes  are  con- 
ducted by  the  students  of  the  Southeastern 
Bible  School.  The  International  Sunday 
School  lessons  are  used.  Every  Wednesday 
evening  voluntary  prayer  meetings  are 
conducted  in  each  of  the  buildings.  The 
ministerial  students  at  a  nearby  college  are 
in  charge  of  these  services.  All  of  these 
worship  services  are  non — denominational. 

Letters  To  The  Boys 

Please,  in  writing  to  any  boy  here,  never 
discuss  with  him  the  matter  of  a  parole  or 
visit  home.  Write  of  these  to  t  h  e  Superin- 
tendent only.  It  is  distinctly  against  rules 
to  take  up  these  questions  with  the  boys 
themselves,  in  letters.  Experience  has  dem- 
onstrated the  harm  that  is  often  done  by 
a  violation  of  these  rules;  discontent;  1  o  s  s 
of  interest  in  work  or  study;  insubordination 
and  running  away.  In  writing  to  the  Superin- 
tendent be  sure  to  give  full  nameofthe 
boy.  Give  too,  your  own  full  name  and  ad- 
dress.

When  a  boy  leaves  the  school  without 
permission  and  goes  home,  please  remem- 
ber that  it  is  useless  to  ask  that  he  be  a  1- 
lowed  to  stay  and  be  given  a  parole.  THIS 
IS  NEVER  DONE.  This  would  place  a  pre- 
mium upon  insubordination  ad  disobedience 
and  reward  wrong-doing.  For  the  fair  and 
just  discipline  of  our  School,  and  in  honesty 
to  the  good  boys  who  remain  and  can  be 
trusted,  we  could  never  do  this.  Persuade 
the  boy  who  has  left  to  come  back  prompt- 
ly and  voluntarily.  It  will  pay  him  to  do  so, 
and  will  save  you  worry  and  ex p  e n  s  e  as 
well.  When  a  boy  has  been  granted  a  visi  t 
and  fails  to  return,  do  not  write  and  ask 
for  a  parole.  THIS  IS  NEVER  GRANTED. 
It  will  not  do  to  encourage  your  boy  to 
break  his  contract  with  the  School.  He  will 
be  apt  to  break  others  that  will  get  him  in- 
to more  serious  trouble,  later  on,  if  he  is 
sanctioned  in  doing  the  School  a  wrong. 

Cooperation  Of  Parents  Requested 

When  you  were  in  trouble  over  your 
boy,  or  when,  for  any  reason  he  needed 
help  -  the  school  was  sought  and  it  s  aid 
was  asked.  This  was  gladly  given,  b  u  t  o  n 
our  side  we  must  ask  something  from  you 
— namely,  cooperation  with  the  school.  You 
must  not  expect  to  see  a  miracle  wo  r  k  e  d 
in  a  short  time  in  any  boy's  case.  Much 
time  and  patience  are  both  required.  It  is 
much  eaiser  to  form  bad  habits  than  to 
break  them. 

You  can  help  your  boy  and  help  the 
School  by  cooperating  in  our  efforts.  It  is 
not  primarily  a  question  of  time.  It  is  a 
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question  of  character.  When  a  boy  shows 
he  is  ready  to  use  his  liberty— when  he 
wins  it  by  good  habits,  trustworthy  be- 
havior for  some  length  of  time— then  he  is 
ready  for  it. 

Your  needing  him  does  not  make  him 
ready,  your  worry  does  not  alter  in  the 
slightest  the  stern  facts  for  which  he  was 
sent.  All  of  our  experience  proves  that 
when  the  boy  is  released  before  he  should 
be,  in  eight  cases  out  of  ten,  he  is  either  sent 
back,  in  worse  condition,  or  he  goes  fur- 
ther and  fares  worse.  All  of  the  expensive 
machinery  of  our  State  Law  is  set  to  work 
again  and  again  in  one  boy's  case,  which 
is  wholly  wrong.  We  place  ourselves  on 
record  as  heartily  opposed  to  this  abuse 
of  the  law,  civil  and  moral. 

Visits  To  The  School 

Parents  and  relatives  may  visit  on  Sun- 
days from  8  A.M.  until  4  P.M.  Please  do  not 
visit  on  other  days,  as  we  do  not  like 
to  take  boys  out  of  classes.  If  you  wish  to 
leave  money,  do  so  with  the  officer  on  dutv 
on  the  campus.  He  will  give  you  a  receipt 
and  place  it  in  the  office  for  the  boy. 
Please  do  not  ask  for  a  special  visit  home 
for  a  birthday  or  holiday.  Remember,  there 
are  so  many  students  here  that  if  we 
granted  these  requests  the  shool  would 
be  in  a  state  of  disorganization  all  of  the 
time. 

Young  girls,  unless  accompanied  by 
parents  or  relatives,  will  positively  not 
be  permitted  to  visit  boys.  Above  all.  we 
hope  that  you  will  put  faith  in  us  as  we 
put  faith  in  your  boy  by  allowing  him  the 
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many  privileges  that  we  do. 

Members  of  any  household  where  any 
contagious  or  infectious  disease  prevails, 
such  as  measles,  mumps,  diptheria,  whoop- 
ing cough,  scarlet  fever,  (or  other  conta- 
gious or  infectious  diseases)  cannot  be  ad- 
mitted as  visitors  to  the  School. 

Visits  Home  In  Case  Of  Sickness 

In  case  of  serious  illness  at  home  a 
visit  for  the  boy  may  be  desired.  Have  a 
member  of  the  Welfare  Department  in 
your  community  contact  the  school  and 
make  arrangements  for  the  boy  to  come 
home,  if  it  is  deemed  necessary. 

Vacations 

During  the  summer  months,  two  weeks' 
vacations  are  allowed  boys  who  are  eligible 
for  them. 

Boys  Allowed  Spending  Money 

While  the  boys  are  furnished  substan- 
tial food  and  sufficient  clothing,  they  may 
be  sent  a  little  spending  money  to  buy 
candy,  fruits,  or  other  small  items  they 
may  wish.  In  sending  money  to  a  boy  it 
should  be  sent  by  Express,  or  Post  Office 
Money  Order.  This  money  is  kept  in  the 
office  for  the  boys  and  is  placed  to  their 
credit  End  they  are  allowed  to  trade  it  out 
in  the  Campus  Canteen  on  orders.  The 
boys  enjoy  buying  ice  cream,  candy  and 
cakes  from  the  Campus  Canteen. 

What  Packages  May  Contain 
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Boys  may  receive  packages  from  home 
or  relatives  containing  candy,  nuts  or  fruits 
that  are  not  perishable.  Such  articles  as 
hankerchiefs,  combs,  underwear,  sweaters, 
safety  razors,  toothbrushes,  toothpaste,  soap, 
socks,  tennis  shoes,  or  athletic  supplies 
are  appreciated  by  the  boys  and  may  be 
sent  to  them.  Magazines,  or  cheap  wild 
west  and  detective  tales  will  not  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  boys  if  received.  Please  do  not 
send  perishable  fruits  such  as  bananas, 
grapes,  etc.,  for  they  often  spoil  an  entire 
box  of  eats.  All  packages  must  be  insured 
and  sent  by  parcel  post,  addressed  to  the 
boy,  in  care  of  the  school. 

Sending  And  Receiving  Letters 

Boys  are  permitted  to  write  to  parents 
or  relatives  only,  and  are  urged  to  write 
every  two  weeks.  They  may  write  anything 
they  wish  that  would  prove  of  interest  to 
their  people,  but  their  letters  are  always 
read  before  being  mailed,  in  order  that 
the  authorities  may  know  something  of  the 
boy's  attitude,  and  in  order  that  matters 
not  concerning  him  or  his  folks  may  be 
excluded.  Letters  from  relatives  may  be 
received  by  boys  at  any  time,  and  the  fact 
that  cheerful  letters  should  be  sent  to  the 
boys  as  often  as  weekly  is  stressed.  Letters 
should  be  written  only  in  English  and  ad- 
dressed to  the  boy,  in  care  of  the  School. 
Do  not  send  letters  in  care  of  the  teachers, 
officers,  or  the  Superintendent.  Be  careful 
to  address  letters  in  boy's  full  name,  as 
there  are  many  boys  by  the  name  of  John, 
James,  Henry,  Paul,  William,  etc.,  at  the 
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school.  All  letters  are  read  in  the  office  be- 
fore being  delivered  to  the  boys,  and  if 
there  is  anything  in  a  letter  to  disturb  a 
boy,  cause  his  distress,  or  concerning  his 
release,  the  letter  will  be  withheld.  Any 
communication  regarding  the  release  of  a 
boy,  or  visits,  must  be  addressed  to  the 
Superintendent.  Letters  to  boys  alluding  to 
these  subjects  will  not  be  delivered.  We 
have  found  that  indiscreet  letters  do  much 
harm. 

Write  cheerful  letters  to  the  boys,  and 
help  keep  the  boys  contented. 

The  Boys  Banner 

This  is  a  monthlv  newspaper  published 
bv  the  boys  of  the  Alabama  Boys  Industrial 
School  in  the  interest  of  the  boys  of  the 
school.  All  of  the  work  of  composing  and 
printing  the  paper  i«?  done  at  the  school 
by  boys  in  the  class  in  printing. 

The  Banner  contains  stories  and  arti- 
cles that  will  appeal  to  boys  of  all  ages,  in 
addition  to  giving  reports  from  the  depart- 
ments of  the  school,  telling  what  the  boys 
are  doing  about  their  work  and  other 
activities  at  the  school. 

The  subscription  price  is  only  one  dol- 
lar a  year— but  we  try  to  make  the  news- 
paper worth  more.  If  you  are  interested 
in  the  work  the  school  is  doing  you  should 
have  the  paper  mailed  to  you  each  month.
